: dred, ‘and this I call Perfecution for Reli- 


gion, let others call it what they pleafe. 
I forbear entring into the Lift of the 8000 
I mention’d, which is not hard to procure, 
if Mr. White be enquir’d of; but I bury 
the Memory of it in Silence, as the ee 

as 
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has bury’d the Pragtice in a legal Tole- 
ration; at which thefe Gentlemen appear 
to be angry, and would account it a fuf- 
ficient Toleration to have the Diffenters 
gratify’d with that wonderful Liberty of 
meeting five at a time. 

Now, he that will have a Complaint of 
this perfecuting the Difemters, be an Ar- 
row fhot at the Church, muft firft acknow- 
ledge, that the Church, as fuch, really did 
perfecute them, which I frankly deny. I 
allow, a great many of the Clergy and o- 
ther Members of the Church of England 
fell in with che State Plot, and endeavour’d 
ignorantly enough to pull the Scandal of 
Perfecution upon the Church. Whereas it 
was reallya State Proje, a meer Plot a- 
gainft the Proteftant Religion in general, 
to keepthe Diffenters and the Church eter- 
nally embroil’d. 

ThofeGentlemen therefore that will have 
me always be attacking the Church, when I 
complain of, or refleét upon the Aétions of 
fome of her Members, really attack the 
Charch them({elvés, which is far from being 
accountable for all the Aétions of thofe, 
who call themfelves Members of her Com- 
munion. 

Thus when I have charg’d fome of the In- 
feriour Clergy with grofsImmoralities,when 
¥ fay, if Words were Treafun,two third’s of 
them would be bang’d : When I exclaim at 
their Treatment of the Queen, the Govern- 
ment, and the Low Church-Men, pray, what’s 
all this to the Church? ’Tis her Difafter to 
have fuch Members ; ’tis her Scandal, that 
the difciplinary Part of her Conftitution 
does not expel them! °Tis the Nation’s 
ve! pari they are not decently re- 
prov’d, check’d and correfted—But the 
Church in her Conftitution, Do@rine, or 
real Being, and Auttiority, is not the worfe, 
nor is fhe touch’d with thefe things. 

When I fearch fome odd and unaccount- 
able things put upon the Church, fuch as 
ating Plays to contribute to her Editices, 
and fo making her a Tool to proteét the 
Stage; , This may touch fome in the Church, 
and if a whole Veftry fhares the Folly, 
what’s that to the Church her felf? She 
ftands untainted, unfullied with the black 
Follies of her Profeffors, or the ridiculous 


and prepofterous Projets of thofe Mountee 
bank Reformers, the Church-wardens. 
Once forall therefore, 1] renew my De- 
claration, often made to the World in like 
Cafes, and with which I clofe this Subjeét. — 
I profefs to believe the Church of Enge 
Jand a true Chriftian: Church, in the 
Profeffion of whofe Principles a €hriftian 
may be fav’d. gq 
That her Doétrine is found and ortho- 
dox ; andI chearfully fubfcribe to all her 
Doétrinal Articles, and humbly think, the 
Differences we have with her are far from 
being a fufficient Ground for fuch Animo- © 
fities, Feuds, and il) Nature, as fome Peo- © 
pie foment among us. . i 
For her reverend, pious, fober and ju- 
dicious Clergy, I. profefs a profound Ve- 
neration and Refpeét; and if I knew any 
thing, { bad either faid or doneto injure, 
reproach, or leffen them or the Church it 
felf, I would humbly acknowledge~-the 
Error, and ask thcir-Pardon. : a 
I fincerely and earneftly with the Eftae 
blifhment and Continuance of the Civil
